town square have been measur- 
ed, photographed, drawn and 
researched so that they may 
become part of the records of 
the Historic American Buildings 
Survey in the Library of Con- 
gress. This is part of a sum- 
mer project jointly sponsored by 
the National Park Service and 
the Utah Heritage Foundation. 
Materials from HABS files ‘are 
available for reproduction -for 
students, authors and publishers 
of architectural and historical 
material. Because the Heber 
City buildings are individually 
interesting and compose a uni- 
que group in a handsome park, 
they have been given high 
priority among the sites to be 
surveyed in Utah this summer. 

ACCOMPANYING EACH set 
of measured drawings and 
photographs will be a history of 
the structure. Documentary 
sources are seldom complete 
and the members of the survey 
team have a number of ques- 
tions about the Heber City 
buildings for which readers of 
the Wasatch Wave may be able 
to provide answers. A number 
of these questions are suggested 
by old photographs; others 
come from clues provided in the 
buildings themselves. 

For example, the interior 
plan and stair in the courthouse 
were different before the addi- 
tions in 1924. What was the 
original arrangement?
